W6CUS-1 is the major packet Bulletin Board Station (BBS) in Northern California. Sponsored 
jointly by the EBARC, the EBPRA, and the American Red Cross, the station has handled 
aporoximately 13,000 messages for the amateur community since its inceotion in June of 
1985. You can find RACES, Skywarn, ARES, dx, propagation, OSCAR, ARRL. and other oOulletins 
plus all sorts of amateur radio magazines, announcements, maps, lists, swaps, and personal 
messages on the mailbox. The sustem was used extensively during the Northern Calif Floods 
of 1986 and is used daily for NTS traffic nationwide via its HF Gateway station. It has 
over 9@@ logged users. It is curently handling over 100@ messages per month thus bringing 
the callsign of W&CUS and the EBARC far and wide. Indeed, during field day, we received 
many comments from fellow hams while using the W6CUS callsign; "Oh, youre the fellows 
with the maiibox, aren’t you?" 
Packet has given new life to amateur radio and it is hoped to attract many young comouter 
ists as well as the sustem improves. It is believed that the effort made by the EBARC 
ee of packet develooment was the major reason we received the orestigious “Large 

} of the Year Award" from the Pacific Division, ARRL. But such accomplishment does not 
come easily. Over $3000 out of pocket money has been spent out of the personal funds of 
the digital committee member’s pockets for terminal node controllers, computers. monitors, 
disk criv ves, etc. Thousands of hours have been put into the sustem as it was 5uilt up from 
scratch. But the future will demand even more money and time if we are to move the 
deyelooment forward. 


Although unquestionably the leader in packet radio development today, the future will not 
stand still. The East Bay Amateur Radio Club is honored to be chosen to participate in the 
ARRL Soscial Temporary Authorization request to the FCC for experimentation with automatic 
control of HF packet radia at speeds up to iz2@@ Baud. However, our financial ability to 
meet this challenge may not be adequate and we may be forced out of the BPS business 


entirely without new equipment.

As most of you know W6CUS is the callsign of the East Bay Amateur Radio Club. W6CUS-1 
is the callsign of Northern California's most popular and oldest Packet mailbox. This 
pailbox has over 900 amateur radio users and handles over a thousand messages per month. 
Message service is offered to any place in the USA. A large 8 megabytes of ham related 
data is available 24 hours a day. Files such as all of the State RACES bulletins for the 
past year, ARRL's "Gateway Magazine", the "ARRL Letter", "W5YI Reports", AMSAT Weekly 
Bulletins, ARRL Propagation Reports, FCC Rulings and texts, ARRL Bulletins, SKYWARN Plans, 
etc. During the Northern California Floods in 1986, the W6CUS-1 mailbox handled over 300 


H & W messages for the American Red Cross. Packet mailboxes have been used for disaster 
communications all across America. 


The mailbox has handled approximately 13000 messages since opening on 145.09 MHZ in 1985 
at the Richmond Red Cross. It also has a port on 7093 KHZ for national mailbox forwarding. 
On an average day one will find personal messages (ham to ham), National Traffic System 
messages, and a few new bulletins. We are averaging approximately 40 new messages a day. 
Of late because of congestion, the San Francisco ARC, Sacramento ARC, and others have 
Started their own mailboxes. In Northern California there are approximately 15 packet 
mailboxes of which W6CUS-1 is the oldest. Approximately $3000 has been Spentout of 
personal funds by a handful of people to keep the digital end of this system operational 


as well as the East Bay's only digipeater on 145.09 MHZ, WD6CMU-1. All of this is about to 
change. 


Because of new technology and the decision to move the forwarding of all Northern 
California Mailboxes to 223.58 MHZ, W6CUS-1 may well be forced to go off the air regarding 
user access unless a new computer is purchased. The existing computer wil] support only 
two RF ports and since W6CUS-1 is committed to the ARRL Special Temporary Authorization 
with the FCC, we will need to have radios on both 7093 KHZ and 223.58 MHZ 24 hours a day. 
(More on the ARRL/FCC STA in future issues). This means that we will have to sacrifice the 
_ meter port if we do not get a new computer. The bottom line here is that before W6CUS-1 
goes off the air (as far as the users are concerned) and users forced to use other 
mailboxes, we are attempting to raise funds to keep the the Bay Area's oldest and largest 
Packet mailbox accessible. We are thus requesting donations from. members or users who may 


want to help us stay user accessible. We need an IBM PC/XT or equivalent. Pledges are 
being taken now. :

If we strip the hard disk from the existing computer, we can save this added expense; 
although it would be an advantage to keep the existing system intact as a backup. 


To avoid confusion, this equipment fund should not be confused with the equipment that is 
being sought for by the Club Station Committee that is related to the ARRL/FCC STA and/or 
user access to the W6CUS-1 mailbox. We are attempting to keep these two issues separate. 
If funds or equipment are not raised within 2 months, most likely the EBARC mailbox W6CUS- 
1 will never be accessible to users again, as it will lose both its data base and its 
users.

The old Xerox 820 computer wil] be used as a BBS for NSEEG-2 who is also part of this STA for 
automatic control on HF packet. Also upgrading the WOSCMU-1 digipeater transceiver is a longterm goal as is another 
digipeater at Sunol Ridge. But all these projects require both much work and funds bevond the casabilities of just one person 
at this pioneering stage of packet development, Our TNCs at WSCUS are mostly TNC 1s and are not capable of running AX.2SL2V2 
with existing BRS software and additional funds for upgrading the tncs would also be desired.

a How to Give a Novice Ham Test

Since (effective March 21st at 0001 UTC) Novices can Operate in the voice mode 
(SSB) on 10 meters, through 222-224 MHz and 1270-1295 MHz repeaters and via 
packet (computer to computer on ten meters) we should be seeing an increase in 
the number of applicants that want to enter amateur radio. 


It is important that every General Class (and higher). amateur be fully aware 
of what the requirements are to administer a Novice examination. They are as 
follows: 


(1.) It now takes TWO General (or higher) Class VE amateurs to conduct Novice 
examinations. They must be at least 18 years old, not be related to the 
applicant, not have a significant interest in the amateur license preparation 
Or equipment business...and have a clean amateur radio record. 


(2.) No longer do you request the written examination from the FCC. As of 
1983, the VE constructs the Novice written examination by selecting questions 
according to a formula from the Element 2 question pool. Effective March 21, 
1987, the Novice question pool contains 302 questions and the test itself must 
be made up on at least 30 questions. 


(3.) The two member VE team need not use multiple choice answers. The answer 
can be in any form. The only requirement is that the questions be properly 
selected from each of the subelements. You can even construct the test so 

9 ft true/false answers be used. The examination can even be given orally. 
ou ask the question and if you are convinced the applicant knows the 
material, you can pass him on that question! 


(4.) As you no doubt know, the various question pools are maintained by the 
VEC's now. They have agreed not only on the 302 Novice Pool questions, but 
also on a suggested multiple choice answer format. 


(5.) In order to facilitate the administration of Novice examinations, we have 
prepared a Novice Examination Kit containing: 


(a.) ...a Novice Manual containing all 302 questions, suggested multiple 
choice answers - with the correct answer identified. (This is to be given 
to the applicant to study). 


(b.) ...two. sample Novice tests for the applicant to try before taking the 
actual examination. 


(c.) ...three actual examinations for VE use. These examinations have the 
proper number of questions from each subelement selected. You simply hand 
the test to the applicant and, when returned, grade it based on an included 
answer sheet. 


(d.) ...a Novice (5 word per minute) Morse code test cassette tape 
containing ten different Novice examinations - complete with all 
instructions to the applicant. (As of January lst, all Morse code tests 
@) must contain all letters, numerals and certain punctuation and operating 
procedure signs).

(If the applicant needs to learn the code, we have available a two cassette 
Novice Code Course that teaches the Morse code (from ground zero) and 
prepares the applicant for the 5-wpm code test). 


(e.) ...a supply of new FCC Form 610's providing two spaces for VE's to 
certify Novice examinations. 
It is only available to General Class (and higher) amateur radio 
operators. (Be sure to include your call sign and license class).

In response to 
inquiries from the membership, THE 
BLOWN FUSE interviewed Al in 
September. 


Is the Club now a corporation? Yes. 
The EBARC became the East Bay 


Amateur Radio Club, Inc. on November 5, 
1986. We are described, under California 


law, aS a "nonprofit, nonstack 
corporation". 
What does this mean? Most 


corporations are business enterprises 
which expect to earn a profit. They are 
owned by one or more individuals who 
hold shares of stock in the corporation 
and who, presumably, share in the 
profits of the corporation. In contrast, 
the EBARC was not organized for a 
profit motive. Also, we do mot issue 
shares of stock because the EBARC is 
mot owned by any particular individuals. 
Hence, the term "nonprofit, nonstock". 


So_ why did we become a corporation? 
Over the years, there has been concern 


that Club officers could be subjected to 
lawsuits and held personally liable for 
damages. Our officers devote much of 
their time working for the Club with no 
compensation whatever. Should they risk 
financial ruin as well? In theory, 
officers of a corporation may not be held 
personally liable in the event the 
corporation is found negligent. Although 
court decisions over the past 10 years 
have eroded this principle somewhat, 
incorporation is still a prudent course of 
action. Furthermore, liability insurance 


rates for an incorporated ham radio club> 


are lower than for an unincorporated 
one. 


You said we had "nonprofit" status. 
Please explain. Nonprofit status, or 


more precisely "tax-exempt" status, 
means that the EBARC is exempt from 
tax on its net income. 


How much income tax have we had to pay 
in the past? None. Most of our income 


is from dues and contributions, which 
are non-taxable. Any taxable income, 
such as from the sale of BLOWN FUSE 
advertising, is exceeded by expenses. 
Therefore, for tax purposes we show a 
loss each year. 


So what’s the point of nonprofit status? 
The State of California charges all 


corporations a $200 per year minimum 
tax, even if they show a loss, unless 
they have tax-exempt status approved. 
Therefore, it was critical to obtain 
tax-exempt status at the State level. 
The federal government (IRS) does not 
have a minimum tax on corporations---if 
you have no income, you pay no tax. 
Therefore, you are right: it would not 
have made sense to request tax-exempt 
status at the Federal level. 


Would dues become tax-deductible if we 
had nonprofit status? No. There are 


several different categories of 
tax-exempt organizations. These 
categories include charities, civic 


leagues, clubs, lodges, and several 
others. Only in the case of charitable 
organizations are dues tax deductible. 
Dues paid to clubs are not tax 
deductible, even if the club has 
tax-exempt status. 


How is the EBARC classified? At the 
State level, we are tax-exempt as a 
service club. 


Why? Shouldn’t_ we have applied as a 
charitable organization? We did apply 
as a charitable organization and were 


denied---quite properly; in my opinion. 
Although we do participate in charitable 
activities, that is’ not uor exclusive 
purpose. In contrast, the NALCO-ARES 
group’s purpose is-~ exclusively 
charitable, and has obtained tax-exempt 
status as a charity. 


Qur application was denied? AS a 
charitable group, yes. But, we were 


granted tax-exempt status as a ckub by 
the State, so we don’t have to pay the 
minimum State corporation tax. We are 
not a tax-exempt corporation at the 
Federal level, because there is no good 
reason for it.
